Supplemental to the Information Disclosure Statement filed on July 28, 2003, Applicants 
wish to bring to the attention of the Patent Examiner the references listed on enclosed PTO Form 
1449 and attached thereto. These references were cited in the corresponding European Patent 
Application. 

Reference WO 03/018701 Al discloses a surface protection foil for lacquered areas with 
an adhesive based on hydrogenated block copolymers. There is no disclosure or suggestion of 
applicants' self adhesive surface protection film in which the adhesive layer comprises a mixture 
of styrene block copolymers and polyolefins. By the mixture of polyolefins, the adhesion and 
stripping behavior of the adhesive layer can be directed in a targeted manner for the respective 
use. 



EP 0 661 364 A2 discloses a protective foil provided with an adhesive layer which is 
based on an cc-olefin-copolymer. 
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EP 0 763 584 Al and JP 04 153287 A disclose a protective foil with polyisobutylne as 
adhesive. 



None of these references disclose or suggest applicants' self-adhesive surface protection 
film as recited in the claims.
